Instructions for Engine-room Arlificers, Leading Stokers, and others in charge of machinery of 
sicam-boats on detached service. 

A copy of these instructions is to be carried by every person who may be in charge of 
the machinery of a steam-boat on detached service, and all men in these boats are to be 
made ‘haranghly acquainted with these instructious. 

1, Fresh water, distilled water if possible, is to be used for filling and feeding the 
boiler, "When the fire is lizhted, there is not to bo less than 6 inches of water over the top 
ef the fire-box, which may be blown down to 4 inchos just before getting under way, unless 
the boat is required for continuous steaming for some cousiderable time at a low power. 

2. Steam is to be raised very slowly, except in cases of urgency. 

3. When the fire is lighted, drain the steam pipes aud cylinders, and thea open the 
stop valves a little to warm gradually the cylinders aud cylinder jackets, 

4, Lift the safety valves occasionally whilst getting up steam. 

5. Olcar the cylinders of water before starting, and keep the jackets clear of water at 
all times, 

6. Keep the water level in the boiler constant, and blow through the water-gauge 
cocks occasionally. 7 ;

When it is used 
the density in not to exceed 20 or ¥, , and the boiler is to he opened and cleaned xs soon 
after és possible, A sslinometer is to be demanded for every launch that is not already 
provided with one, if she at any time runs in sait water,

18. ‘The boiler is not to. be emptied, except for examination, cleaning, or repairs, and 
the water is to be changed as seldom aa possible while it remains clean.

17, Great care is to be taken to prevent an accumulation of deposit in the boiler, and 
boiler conposition is to-be regularly used to prevent the formation of scale. 

18. In salt water a depth of water approximately equivalent to the length of the gauge 
glass will require to be blown off by the brine cocks every two hours, “e ; 

19. The boilor is to be opened out at least once a month to clean out sccumulation of 
mud, &e., or as much oftener as the state of the water used renders it necessary. If very 
muddy, once a week will be required,

20. The funnel should be kept covered. 
21. The engines to be turned round by hand daily when steam is not up.
